The following Findings of Fact were made after a review of the entire record in this

matter.

IT IS HEREBY ORDERED THAT:

No action should be taken against Respondent’s New York State medical license

based on the Final Order, as amended, of the State of Florida Board of Medicine.

If, at some future date, the Respondent chooses to return to practice in New York,

he must apply to the New York State Education Department to reactivate his medical

license, and provide that agency with all requested information and documentation.

Respondent must provide ninety (90) days prior written notice concerning his

intention to resume practice in New York State to the Office of Professional Medical

Conduct (OPMC), Hedley Park Place, 433 River Street Suite 303, Troy, New York

12180-2299, and provide OPMC with verification of the reactivation of his license

prior to resuming practice in New York State. Said notice is to include a full

description of any employment and practice since the date of this hearing, as well as

a listing of professional and residential addresses and telephone numbers within or

without New York State. The notification must also list any and all investigations,

charges, convictions or disciplinary actions by any local, state or federal agency,

institution or facility since the date of this hearing.

OPMC will monitor Respondent’s completion of a one-year probationary period, to

commence upon the resumption of lawful medical practice in New York State.

The terms of Respondent’s probation are as follows:

Respondent shall conduct himself in all ways in a manner befitting his professional
status, and shall conform fully to the moral and professional standards of conduct
and obligations imposed by law and by his profession. Respondent acknowledges
that if he commits professional misconduct as enumerated in New York State
